M, Labor! Ambushed Today on 


His Way to Court 


Bullet Enters the Stomach Causing Internal 


Bleeding, Is in Agony, Will be 


Paralyzed ii He -Recovers 


Rennes, Aug. 1-1— Two men ambushed 


Maitre Labori, one ol the counsel for 
Dreyfus, on his way to the court this 
morning:. One shot was fired, hitting 
M. Labor! in the back. He fell in the 
roadway and is still alive. The ball 
penetrated to the stomach, and caused 
internal bleeding: The doctors say M. 
Labori may die. 


His XVifc'K Lap His Pillow 


Passing along the solitary route from 


his residence in the suburbs two- men 
came out behind M.' Laljori, fired a 
single shot ami fled. Only two or three 
laborers going to work saw the crime. 
They pursued, the men, who escaped. 
M. Labori fell on his face. He had the 
presence" of mind to make a pillow of 
his wallet containing his papers. His 
wife soon arrived and he laid his head 
in her lap. 


"Dreyfn* is Saved." 


M. Labori lay perfectly still. He did 


not groan. He even endeavored to 
smile away his wife's tears. It is re- 
ported the famous Lawyer said as he lay 
wounded: 


"I may die for this, but Dreyfus is 


saved." 


Just OneM.oau 


The ambulance arrived with four at- 


tendants from the military 
hospital 


with an ordinary stretcher and mat- 
tress. The 'Only cry M. Labori gave af- 
ter the first groan was when he was 
lifted on the stretcher. The pain caused 
by the movement drew a moan. The 
party proceeded slowly back in the 
middle of the roadway to M. Labori's 
temporary home. 


A Storm Broke 


M. Labori lay on the ground half an 


hour. 
A storm broke just after he 


reached home. The ambulance was de- 
plorably late. 


Better at Noon 


M. Labori was put to bed and watch* 


ed by his wife. He has spoken, not of 
himself but of the trial. The doctors 
announced at. noon that he was strong 
and they had hopes of his recovery. 
They«have sent an optimistic telegram 
to his family. 


Suffering Great Agony 


At 2 o'clock M. Labori was suffering 


great agony. The doctors were hastily 
summoned. 
Colonel Jouaust 
called 


after the close of the session of the 
courtmartial and was allowed to see M. 
Labori. He expressed deep regret at 
the occurrence. 


Mercier Turned Down 


General Mercier followed, but the 


doctors declared M. Labori could not 
bear such an interview in his present 
state and so Mercier was obliged to de- 
part without seeing the wounded man. 


Worse and Paralyzed 


At 4.15 o'clock the' condition of M. 


Labori had become worse. The agony 
had increased and fever had set in. 
The doctor was anxious. It is feared 
even if he recovers his left leg will be 
paralyzed. 
TThe has been unable to 


move since he was shot. He is con- 
scious and talks freely. 


Received Threatening Letter* 


It appears that Labori received two 


letters yesterday threatening him, but 
treated them as he has others, with 
contempt. 


Dressed Like a Workingman 


Accounts of the shooting by 
eye- 


witnesses differ considerably, especi- 
ally respecting the appearance of the 
assailant. The official description says 
he •nas about SO years old had a flat, 
peaked hat, drossed like workingrnan 
in a blue blouse. 


Robbed a* He Lay 


A force of gendarmes is scouring the 


country. An incredible side of the out- 
rage is the fact as asserted that sev- 
eral passers-by saw M. Labori shot and 
passed on indifferently, neither offering 
to help the victim nor joining in pur- 
suit of the ssassins. 
Still more in- 


credible is the fact that the individual 
who went to his side as he lay wound- 
ed on the ground is said to have 
searched the pockets of the suffering 
man on the pretext of ascertaining his 
identity and stole the contenfs.

Owing to the absence of Maitre De- 


mange, M. Labou's associate, who, 
with the Dreyfus family, left thai court 
immediately on hearing of the outrage, 
Colonel Jouaust suspended the sitting 
for an hour. Tt recommenced with con- 
frontation 
of Mercier and Casimer 


Perier. The ex-president declared that 
Mercier's story of the imminence of 
war between Prance and Germany was 
grossly exaggerated. 
He complained 


of the action of Morcier in moving 
60,000 troops to the frontier without 
consulting him. 


Mcrclcr K*«*apcd Chenplr 


The shooting of M. Labori took all 


the life out of the session. The news 
caused an immense sensation. As it 
was M. Labori's task to take Mercier 
in hand, M. Demange, his associate, 
was unprepared and Mercier escaped^ 
cheaply. M. Demange was deeply af- 
fected and unable to do himself jus- 
tice. 


No Promise to 


During the 
proceedings 
Dreyfus 


aakod loave to explain In regard to the 
assertion that ho had traced on a card 
the Itinorary of a certain journey ot the 
general staff. Both the itinerary and 
Journey, ho asserted, wore> purely fic- 
titious. Cnsimer-Premlcrthen reltorated 
that he never promised anything to 
DrcyfuB, and protested 
against the 


Dreyfus letters referring to negotia- 
tions. 


How It Cumo About 


M. Demange explained how Dreyfus 


came to say Casimer-Pener promised 
him a public trial. After M. Demange 
had asked Waldeck-Rosseau to inter- 
vene with the president to obtain pub- 
licity. M. "VValdeck-Rousseau reported 
that the president was favorable to 
the 
suggestion. 
Counsel therefore 


thought he might communicate the 
fact to Dreyfus.

The Tide Turning 
' 


Kennes, Aug. 14.—M. Casimir-Perler 


gave to the court-martial on Saturday 
a history of the Dreyfus case. He spoke 
in an emphatic manner, with- strong, 
emotion and often in a strong tone of in- 
dignation. He appeared to greater ad- 
vantage than I ever remember to have 
seen him before and was honeit and 
truthful, though not free from poso un- 
less when angered by the lies being told 
about him rendered him quite natural.

New York, Aug. 14—The New York 


Hei aid's correspondent'1 cables as 'fol- 
lows from Iloilo: 


"1 have just returned- to Iloilo after 


a trip to Jolo, Mindanao and Cebu. 
Gen. 
Bates is still negotiating for a 


treaty with the Sultan of the Sulu 
islands. The Sultan is/ as yet unwil- 
ling to accept the terms offered by the 
Americans. 
He says that the Spanish misrepre- 


sented the nature of the treaty which 
he made with them, and he wishes to 
limit the Americans to the occupation 
of the town of Jolo. 
b He claims the 


island of Siassi and the town as his 
own. 


The Sultan seems not to have the 


support of his chiefs, many of whom 
express friendly sentiments toward the 
Americans. 


War between the controlling chiefs 


among the Moros is more likely than is 
war with the Americans, providing we 
do not interfere with "their religion and 
customs. For the first time in history* 
white people can travel about Sulu 
island among the Moros, safely. Your 
correspondent crossed the island with- 
out a guard, through a wild country, to 
interview the Sultan at Malibun. He re- 
ceived me with courtesy.-and gave me 
this signed statement; 


"This certifies that His Highness the 


Sultan Hadgi Mohamad Womolol Ki- 
ram is like a brother to the nation of 
Americanss, and wants to know if 
they are the same to him." 


General Bates has shown great skill 


in conciliating the native chiefs. 


The Moro chiefs of the island of 


Mindanao 
do not acknowledge al- 


legiance to the Sultan of Sulu. Dato 
(chief) Mani of Mindanao' came to 
visit General Bates in Jolo, to assure 


] him of his friendliness toward 
the 


Americans. 


On my trip to Mindanao I fgund the 


Moros friendly, but the towns of Zam- 
boanga and Mercedes are held by the 
insurgents. They number 500 men, and 
are armed with rifles, under their lead- 
er, Alvarez, who stated to the com- 
mander of the Castine, that he desired 
to be neutral untll~ the difficulty with 
Aguinaldo in Luzon w^srsettled. If the 
latter was beaten, he would' surrender. 


In Cebu the.insurgents still hold their 


strong positions inc the mountains. The 
majority of the population do not want 
to fight, but are hostile in spirit. The 
native servant of an American officer 
was caught by the insurgents and 
branded on the forehead with the word 
"Traitor." 


In the case of Ilotfo, the insurgents 


are intrenched about itlie near-by towns 
Jaro and Molo. The rainy season pre- 
vents an active campaign, but consid- 
erable fighting may be expected in the 
fall. The rich natives have not returned 
to their homes. 


The island of Negros is still unsettled 


General Hughes has sent extra troops 
to suppress the uprising. The richer 
class of natives are gradually returninr 
to their homes.

More than 1000 


converts have been gathered in, as the 
first fruits of the harvest. 


He appealed for- a greater force of 


workers, and a larger contribution, to 
the end that the world may be evan- 
gelized, and the second coming of Christ 
hastened. 


At the conclusion of his sermon, col- 


lectors were sent among the audience 
and pledge cards distributed. 
These 


cards, after being filled out by contribu- 
tors, were handed to Dr.-Wilson, who 
read the amounts, and the pledgs and 
cash were given in charge of Mrs. Simp- 
son and one of the elders. 


The pledges came in with" such rap- 


idity that at times Dr. Wilson had 25 
or 30 to read at once. There were two 
pledges of $5000 each, two of $3000, one

ranging from $100 to $400.

Governor Davis Urges Prompt 


Response to'His Appeal. 


One-Fifth of Dwellings Destroyed and Owners 


Without Shelter or Food. 


Washington, Aug. 14.—Two dispatches 


from Governor General Davis of Pc-rto 
Rico, giving additional details of the 
fearful havoc wrought by the hurricane 
of last week, were received at the war 
department yesterday. 
They were im- 


mediately sent t'o Secretary Root, who 
already has taken measures for dis- 
patching relief to the people of the 
Island. The secretary expects the trans- 
port McPherson, .with a large quantity 
of rice and beans, will leave New York 
today, and this will be followed by other 
vessels as fast as arrangements can be 
made for sending supplies. 
He thinks 


it is the duty of the government to make 
provision for feeding the people until 
the aid voluntarily given by the citi- 
zens of the country reaches them, and 
he will exhaust every means at his dis- 
posal to this end. - 


The secretary contemplates supple- 


menting the appeal made last week to 
the mayors to assist In raising subscrip- 
tions and will issue an appeal to the gov- 
ernors of the states with a view to arous- 
ing general interest in the relief work. 
The dispatches received from General

Champlain last night. They are as fol- 
lows. 


"The true state of affairs throughout 


the Island not yet known because of 
total destruction of all telegraphic con- 
nections and great destruction on all 
roads. Not more than one-fourth of the 
towns yet heard from, but enough is 
known to warrant the statement that 
one-fifth of the dwellings in the island 
are totally destroyed and their owners 
are without shelter whatever, or any 
food beyond what has been saved from 
the debris. The coffee crop and most of 
the trees are ruined, and thus reliance 
for support is gone. Fully one-third of 
the people subsist entirely on fruit and 
a small degree on tubas. All the former 
Is destro.yed and much of the latter are 
rotting fn the ground. A great many 
thousands of cattle are drowned and the 
debris carried down by the rivers is 
strewn over the ocean with the wreck of 
the storm and the1 dead foodies of ani- 
mals. 


"The deaths from'falling walls and 


drowning will number more than 1000, 
and may be several times this number. 
The state of distress is very great, and 
when green fruits saved from the debris 
are consumed the suffering will be very 
great. I am relieving the suffering every- 
where within reach as much as possible, 
but in out of the way places are many 
thousands who cannot be reached for 
some time. The supplies ordered sent 
by the government will help much, but 
will last only for a. few days, while des- 
titution' must continue for some weeks 
or even months until the bananas grow 
up from the ground, for which five 
months at least are required. 


"Food of all kinds is needed, especially 


rice, beans and codfish, which has been 
the main support outside of fruit. Cheap 
cotton clothing is also needed, for thou- 
sands rushed naked from their dwellings 
at night when the gale broke. Medi- 
cines are also needed most pressingly, 
especially quinine and other 
simple 


medicines. I estimate that at least 
1000 


tons of food will be required weekly for 
several weeks. 
-*'»•' 


"I have constituted boards all over the 


Island to regulate assistance and a gen- 
eral board here to conduct the relief 
work. While I have not yet full details 
I repeat the estimate that at least 100,000 
people are homeless and destitute. Re- 
lief ration proposed one pound of food 
per day, composed of seven ounces of 
beans, seven ounces of rice and two 
ounces of codfish. In addition to the 
food ordered by the McPherson I aak 
that 2500 tons above proportions should 
be shipped next week. Before this is 
consumed I will have full data respect- 
Ing future needs, *but I fear extensive 
Issues of provisions will be necessary 
for several months. I shall push work 
on the roads and give employment to as 
many as possible. JLhope the charitable 
people of the States will contribute food, 
clothes, medicines 'and money. Colonel 
Hofer, chief surgeon of the department, 
is chairman of the board of relief, and 
auxiliary boards ,are organizing in all 
the towns. Five military posts not yet 
heard from.- 


"Further, but still incomplete reports, 


confirm previous cable reports as con- 
servative. I suggest the appointment 
of an office in New York to receive funds 
and supplies, cabling quantities and kind 
shipped on each boat. There should be 
shipped, this week not less than 2500 tons 
of food. Money will be applied in assist- 
ing to rebuild houses and huts and hire, 
of help, I recommend that bags for 
sugar and coffee, all kinds of rough lum- 
ber for building and 
fencing, hooks,^ 


staves and hoops £or sugar packing and 
galvanized iron and nails for roofing 
purposes be-placed'on the first li»t."

all a something in them reminding one 
of Esterhazy. 
The minds of all move in 


the narrowest groves, and are bandaged 
up in action of military authorities and 
convention. 
The tone of the military 


bench is dull and unintellectual, and I 
prefer the treachery of a French civil- 
ian judge to the blockheadism of the 
military. 
The former tries at least to 


worry the evidence out of a prisoner, 
but the military judge disdains evidence 
and he does not mind letting the pris- 
oner feel at the outset that he thinks 
him guilty. 


The officers who judge Dreyfus may 


have, for decency's sake, to acquit him, 
but they will do so reluctantly, and with 
hearts filled with gall. 
They are not to 


be converted by evidence, but it may, 
and I believe will, overbear them. 


It can now "be said that the battle has 


begun in earnest. Its political bearings 
are shown in the arrest of Paul Derou- 
lede, the deputy and poet, and 23 of his 
numerous royalists and Bona-partists 
allies who have pooled with him against 
the republic. As to the Boulangist con- 
spiracy, the pool \\ ould he of little conse- 
truthful, though not free from pose un- 
has found representative men in General 
Negrier and some other generals having 
great commands. 


It is strange how the fight thickened 


around the shadowy and emaciated red- 
hdiieu Jew, whose uniform of an ar- 
tillery captain so ill-fits his figure and 
physiognomy. Last Monday's sitting of 
the court-martial and the subsequent 
non-pu'blic sittings were the first skir- 
mishing operations; but Saturday was a 
field day, in which the two hostile forces 
into which France Is divided, and has 
been since the revolution, set them- 
salves in array of battle and drew the 
first blood. Each side stands committed 
to a certain course and has burned its 
ships. The actual 
Dreyfus trial is a 


trial of strength. I cannot see a possi- 
bility of its ending in a drawn game. It 
is now a "neck or nothing" combat, a 
desperate fight m which neither side will 
give in unless utterly routed. 


The moral situation of the forces en- 


gaged reminds one of that of the armies 
of the French revolution and those they 
had to fight. The Dreyfusites have the 
brains, the forward impulse, the dash 
and the flexibility. At the same time 
they are raw recruits, gathered spon- 
taneously from the four parts of the com- 
pass. Hatred of the military caste, and, 
it may be, the secret hope of rewards, 
have made the^n homogeneous. 


The nationalists have social and other 


prestige, numbers and organization. 
Their center is composed of the majority 
of Frenchmen and Frenchwomen; their 
left wing is formed of 22,000 officers, and 
their right wing consists of the church. 
All profess respect for legality, but only 
from the UPS out. 


One side is just as unscupulous as the 


other; but the most active and less 
numerous side does really fight for the 
cause of humanity, justice and truth. 
The Dreyfusites have, at any rate, won 
belligerent rights, and they are sure of 
the friendly neutrality of the govern- 
ment. 


Their adversaries can no longer make 


use of the rope that hung Lemercier 
Picard, or the razor that cut Henry's 
throat. The minister of war could not, 
if he wanted to, read a forged document 
In parliament. It is impossible now to 
s.tuff the dossier with fables fit for 
Mother Goose's tale. But organization, 
numbers, prestige and wealth mean stay- 
ing power. 


Doubtless the Dreyfusites are supplied 


with Jewish funds without accepting M. 
de Freycinet's estimate of 39,000,000 
francs. The sums subscribed by Eng- 
lish and German Jews must be enor- 
mous; but like wealthy gen tiles, rich Jews 
are fond of the pomp and vanities of life, 
the titles of aristocratic society. Many 
of them are frightened already at the 
onward pace of the Dreyfusites. 


General Mercier's deposition was in- 


audible unless to the judges and short- 
hand reporters. It fell flat, his voice and 
delivery being bad. But we have it now 
in print; 


It has qualities for which we did not 


give It credit during dc%'ery. They are 
easy, flowing statements, with plausi- 
bility and the art of lulling suspicion.

most intricate variations nnd keeps in 
view the motif, namely, that Dreyfus 
Is a cool, calculating, 
well-informed 


traitor.

I must give the nationalists credit for 


having, from the very beginning, fore- 
seen what revision wouldlead to. They,* 
in many things, showed blindness.

trend of the revisionist movement. 


Dreyfus is generally unfortunate in

One sees this harsh egotism 
in his correspondence with his wife. He 
was never more unfortunate than In the 
letter complaining that Casimir-Perier 
did not keep a promise to him. It ex- 
asperated CaMmir-Peiier, who treated 
as a foul libel the assertion that he, as 
president of the lepubhc, entered into 
a pact with an ofllcer accused of treason. 


Casimlr-Perlar has a hatnt of think- 


ing morbidly. He has taken deep of- 
fense at severs^ assertions of Mercier 
and will try conclusions with him. We 
expect fur to fly; in Casimir-Perier'scase, 
canine, in Mercier's, feline. Some of 
Countess Marie von Munster's letters in 


I the secret dossier were to Mile. Lucle 


Faure. They may be forgeries. I can- 
not imagine that she gave them to the 
minister of war as proof that the family 
of the German ambassador took an in- 
ter«st in Dreyfus. 


The "Schwarfakoppen letter, speaking 


of. the impetuous intervention in the af- 
irtitt, of the German emperor for reasons 
unknown even to Hohenlohe, is believed 
to be genuine. In this connection it is 
said in military circles that a lady in 
whom Emperor William took a deep in- 
terest had fished out for him Dreyfus as 
a person competent to inform his majesty 
on French military questions. This 
lady, it is said, was a relative of the late 
Jacques Saint Cere of The Figaro, who 
was condemned to 13 months' imprison- 
ment for blackmailing the late million- 
aire. Max Lebaudy.

The latter day pugilist, 
however, depends to a great extent on 
science and prefers that the result shall 
be decided by his ability to keep off and 
wear out his opponent rather than on 
their respective abilities to give and 
take. 


There Is a good deal of difference of

N SEPT. 1, in the arena of West- 


chester A. C., Tuckahoe. N. Y., I 
hope to win the title of bantam- 


weight champion of the world. That 
hab been my ambition ever since I be- 
gan to fight, and I have worked hard 
and faithfully to attain it. As Pedlar 
Palmer is the acknowledged bantam- 
weight champion of England, and I am 
ceitainly the best man at the weight in 
this countiy, the winner at our meeting 
next month may surely claim the right 
to call himself champion of the world. 
Of course, when I have beaten Palmer, 
I shall not rest content, but will seek 
higher honors. But of that I will speak 
later. First of all, 1 want to say some- 
thing of how I am training for my go 
with the Britisher and why I am so 
confident that I can defeat him. 


As for all my previous encounters, I 


am training for the coining battle at 
Fleetwood, which is on the northern 
outskirts of the city of New York. 
There are several reasons for my choice 
of this spot for preparing for my con- 
tests in the ring. It is near New York 
and Brooklyn, where most of my con- 
tests have taken place and in which I 
have business interests and yet is far 
enough from the latter city, which is 
my home, to prevent a lot of fellows be- 
ing continually around my training 
quarters. Of course I like to see my 
friends occasionally while I am train- 
ing, to vary the monotony of the work, 
but it is bothersome at times to have 
outsiders continually around and is apt 
to interfere and take one's mind off the 
real business of the day. 


As I have been fighting at short in- 


tervals for the past two years, I was 
in pretty good shape when I started in 
this time. As a matter of fact, whether 
[ have a fight arranged ahead or not, I 
always do a certain amount of athletic 
exercise every day and thus keep in 
trim. Besides which, I never smoke or 
chew tobacco and don't indulge in in- 
toxicating liquor of any sort, except an 
occasional glass of beer, when in train- 
ing, so as to have "something to work 
off. If I didn't drink beer when pre- 
paring for a fight, I should be apt to 
"dry out," as the saying is, and so go 
stale. 


I get up in good time every day, and 


after a light breakfast I take a short 
rest and then go out for a 10 or 15 mile 
walk. While out I alternately walk, 
then sprint for a short while or jog 
along for a mile or so. When I get back 
to my quarters, I am ready for dinner, 
which is plain, but varied from day to 
day. During the afternoon I punch the 
bag or skip the rope for several hun- 
dred times. The latter is one of my fa- 
vorite-exercises, as it is a wonderful aid 
to a fellow in developing staying power. 
Sometimes I vary the mpnotony by box- 
ing a few rounds with" Charley May- 
hood, my trainer, or with Tim Kearns, 
•nho is my sparring partner. 


After the next ten day.-i or so, when 


the date for the fight is near at hand, I 
shall drop all but the lightest work, 
just enough, in fact, to keep in good 
trim w ithout getting ov ertrained. 


It is practically impossible for me 


to tell you what tactics I shall employ 
against Palmer. As any fighter of ex- 
perience knows, one has to study an 
opponent and then go at him by direct- 
ing the attack on that point which 
seems to be the most vulnerable, or 
where he gives the best opportunity for 
an opening. However, I'll venture to 
make the same prophecy in regard to 
the result of my fig-ht w ith Palmer as I 
have before every one of my previous 
encounters, and that is that if Pedlar 
has not licked me by the end of the first 
three or four rounds I'll win sure. 


I do not say this in a. spirit of brava- 


do, but because I thoroughly believe 
\vhat I say. My reasons for this belief 
are as follows: A glance at Palmer's 
record will bring to light the fact that 
the majority of his victories have been 
gained by outpointing his opponent, 
whereas, if you look up my career, you 
w ill see that most of my battles have 
lesulted in my adversary being knock- 
ed out. Now, from this I argue that, 
v;hile Pedlar was much cleverer than 
any of his opponents, yet he could not

the hardest hitter for my weieht lit the 
ring today, besides which, I think'l can 
claim credit for considerable ability as 
a boxer. 
Consequently I am certain 


that Palmer will not have enough 
steam behind his blows to knock me 
out, and I am willing to receive a good 
deal of punishment for the sake of get- 
ling him to leave an opening so that I 
can land a few good ones on my own 
account. If I get the opportunity, and 
I am sure I shall, I guarantee that an 
Ameucan will be the next bantam- 
weight champion.

I am not even then so certain that they 
will hit me where they will do much 
harm, for I have made it a practice to 
avoid blows by ducking my head and 
otherwise dodging without using my 
hands, so as to have them immediately 
available for the puipose of doing sornp 
offensive work at the slightest oppor- 
tunity.

As I can hit equally 
hard with either hand, it makes no dif- 
ference to me on which side the open- 
ing comes or which fist lands the blows. 


I don't want any one to imagine 


from' the foregoing that I am not well 
awaie that I am going up against the 
hardest proposition I have yet tackled 
and the man who is credited with being 
the cleverest bantamweight in the busi- 
ness; but, as I have endeavored to con- 
vey, he is essentially an extremely 
clever and scientific boxer, while I am 
first and foremost a fighter, with a 
good knowledge of the art of self de- 
fense, and thus have the better of it if 
previous battles under the same condi- 
tions are any criterion.

The Republican in its mad- 
ness in being baffled in directing the 
course of the country stooped to pan- 
dering to the German vote, to inciting 
race and national prejudices so that 
there might be a divided America if 
there would not be an Americanism to 
the republican's liking. The Boston 
"anti-imperialists" follow, and George 
Fred Williams in his Clan na, Gael 
speeches helps in this work of disrup- 
tion. We have already called atten- 
tion to the conduct of the Republican 
and Williams. 


What would be more despicable than 


this recognition and fanning of preju- 
dices? Above all things we should be 
a united people. There is no such thing 
as total depravity in a nation any more 
than, there is in an individual, and if, 
as a nation.

ties? In incse times it seems as if

In all this bustle ft lmp-ov«nent— 


and the world is getting on tolerably 
small, bad boy. Doubtless this neglect 
fast—no one seems to have laid1 proper 
stress upon the improvement of the 
is due to the fact that the gamin does 
not contribute largely to the literature 
of the day. But what memoirs they 
could write—the Pussies, the Grlpsies, 
and Reddies of the great cities! What 
battles and adventures and dingy trag- 
edies are theirs, in the dark city canons 
and pathless slums. 


We shall never know very much 


about this ragged little race until it 
breeds its own Kipling; but even, the 
indifferent observer may see that the 
street urchin is not what he was two 
decades ago. Of course he keeps up 
his old deadly fued with the propri- 
eties.

A boy with- 
out a popular hero is no boy at all. 
Nowr twenty years ago the bad boy's 
hero-worship was of a decidedly bad 
kind. It was not that he went in for 
Captain Kidds and Dick Turpins. He 
took his heroes straight 
from 
the 


Tombs' police court, with even the halo 
of theatrical romance. The nicknames 
—and ihis is the height of hero-wor- 
ship—common among the street; boys 
of that long ago were chosen from the 
criminal dock, the prize ring and the 
gallows. 


Doubtless all this was not quite so 


bad as it seems for the imagination 
of a small boy is fearfully and won- 
derfully made. But today he has made 
an unquestionable advance in his 
choice of popular heroes'. In two ways 
the war has had a great deal to do 
with this. It weaned the small boy 
from the criminal literature of the 
"nickel novel" to the more thrillinff 
pages of the penny newspaper and as 
a result he set up Dewey and Roose- 
velt in the place of the Boy Burglar 
and Second-Story Dick, who are, let 
us trust, permanently dethroned.

Oa Practical Politics 


Dr. Butler had no patience with the 


idea that education should make people 
too good to be useful. He told ,the grad- 
uates of Ann Arbor that it is the duty 
of every educated man to be a politi- 
cian, to take active part in the political 
affairs of the community; that every 
man should have political ideas and act 
with some political party. In no other 
way can the politics of the country be 
elevated and purified; in no other way 
can democracy be truly progressive and 
represent civilization. He laid down the 
doctrine in a clear and comprehensive 
way that under democratic institu- 
tions the government is what the peo- 
ple make it. If the most intelligent and 
personally disinterested people hold 
aloof from politics, by so doing they 
relegate the power of government to 
inferior groups. Political parties are the 
necessary instruments in organizing a 
public opinion a,nd converting it into 
public policy. To stand a.loof from po- 
litical organization because there are 
some objectionable people in it is to 
shirk the duties of good citizenship. It 
is not the evidence of social and in- 
tellectual superiority but of political 
cowardice and essential inferiority. The 
person who merely stands aloof and 
cynically finds fault with everything 
that is being done is not a good citizen, 
is not even a reformer. The idea that to 
belong to a poltitical organization is 
to be narrow and prejudiced, and that 
intelligent impartiality demands aloof- 
ness from political parties, implies a 
false conception of the whole prin- 
ciple of popular government. Political 
paities 
are the 
crucible of public 


opinion. It is only through organized 
political parties that public questions 
can be ventilated and discussed in 
such manner as really to bring the sub- 
ject before the people, and thus make 
the legislative action upon the subject 
truly representative of the people.— 
Nicholas Murray Butler in Gunton's 
Magazine.

NEW ARMY MOVEMENT. 


TRAINING DIVERS FOR NAVY. 


Special Clan* of Instruction to Be 


Formed at Newport. 


A epecial class will be formed at the 


naval training station at Newport for 
the instruction of men to become dlv- 
ere In the navy. Every warship In our 
navy has from one to four men on 
board who are capable of donning the 
heavy rubber suit of a diver, disap- 
pearing below the water and cutting 
a hawser from the blades of the pro- 
peller or clearing away any obstruc- 
tion that may become entangled in the 
propelling gear. For this delicate duty 
men are selected with special regard 
to their fitness, care being observed 
that those put into the class are of ro- 
bust physique, perfect health, with 
steady nerve and cool head. 


The names of these men do not ap- 


pear in the naval register, they being 
rated as gunners' mates. One of the 
officers who have served at the train- 
ing station where men are being drilled 
to become divers said recently in 
speaking of this matter: "One of the 
main requirements for a man who 
wishes to be a diver in the navy is a 
good nerve and the ability to keep 
from getting rattled. Many disasters 
hg.ve resulted simply because men have 
become rattled while under water. It 
Is nothing unusual for a candidate to be 
brought up unconscious after a trial, 
with blood issuing from his mouth 
and nose as the result of a hemorrhage. 


"The momentary relaxation of a 


man's nerves is apt to bring on an at- 
tack of this sort, while all the experts 
declare that if a diver keeps cool and 
preserves his wits he will come out all 
right. Before men are admitted to this 
class they are put through the severest 
sort of a physical examination."—Bal- 
timore Sun. 


ONE OF CERVERA'S GUNS. 


Description of Relic to Be Placed In 


Brooklyn's Union League Club. 
The 1 pounder breechloading rapid 


fire gun which Rear Admiral Schley is 
going to present to the Union League 
club of Brooklyn will rest in the club- 
house on the same pedestal which sup- 
ported it on Admiral Cervera's flag- 
ship during the battle off Santiago. 
The gun is in perfect working order 
and still carries its bullet scarred 
shield. It weighs about 250 pounds. 


After the Vizcaya was disabled Bear 


Admiral J. W. Philip, at that time in 
command of the Texas, but at present 
commandant of the Brooklyn navy 
yard, with several other officers, visit- 
ed the wrecked vessels and among 
other things secured this gun. It was 
placed on board the Texas, where a 
Krag-Jorgensen rifle was fired point 
blank at the shield at a distance of 20 
feet. The bullet penetrated the three- 
•quarter inch shell plate as though it 
had been so much paper, making a 
hole about half an inch in diameter, 
says the New York Sun. 


The gun was transferred to the 


cruiser Brooklyn, Schley's flagship, 
where it was when the Brooklyn was 
sent recently to the Brooklyn yard. 
Captain Jewell of the Brooklyn had it 
sent to Admiral Philip's office, where 
it was cleaned tip. It will be turned 
over to the Union League club within 
a few weeks. The gun will be polished 
and bronzed, while the carriage is to 
be handsomely painted before being 
presented to the club.- The shield, 
which is semicircular, is about 2 by 4 
feet in size, and on this will be placed 
the inscription. The club will make 
room for the gun in the center of its 
big reading room.

honey stops coming in, they will stop lay- 
ing altogether. 


Remove the sections as filled and put 


them into a room where the temperature 
is kept high during the day by giving ac- 
cess to sunlight.

rightly managed.

small change in paying-his stablemen 
off, and lie would sometimes ask one 
of his sous for change of a bill. If it 
happened that the son did not have 
enough change in his pocket, Mr. Bon- 
uer would not accept the loan even of 
a couple of dollars overnight, but 
would rather give a $.~5 bill for $3 in 
change. Alt<Uongh confined to ins bed 
on the Saturday night before his death, 
Mr. Bonfier insisted that his son 
should pay all of the employees as 
usual. 


A story that Mr. Bonner was once 


turned out of school for defending a 
schoolmate against a charge of which 
he was innocent has been published, 
but is not exactly true.

Useful Adjunct to the University Tn 


tlie Study of Zoology. 


By the time the University of Penn- 


sylvania opens in the fall the new vi- 
varium will be ready for use. It is a 
substantial brick structure and is near 
the Biological hall. Although several 
vivaria are in existence in Europe this 
is the flrst to be constructed iu the 
United States, says the New York Sun. 
It Is .intended to keep in it a few repre- 
sentatives of small living things in the 
animal kingdom, whether they bo 
water or laud forms of life. Most of 
them will bo quite small, many of 
them being of microscopic size. Speak- 
ing of the purpose of keeping living 
animals for study, Dr. Edwin G. Conk- 
lin. proiVi-'sor of embryology, said: 


"There will always be on hand a con- 


stant supply of material for class 
work. At present it is impossible dur- 
ing the winter months to collect many 
living animals for study and there are 
no facilities for keeping the animals 
that arc sent to the university. Conse- 
quently most of the work must be done 
upon their distorted remains, Tho vi- 
varium in this respect will greatly in- 
crease the value and interest in the 
study of zoology. It will also give an 
opportunity for the study of natural 
history- that is, the habits, -activities, 
arid instincts of animals—such as no 
other university possesses."

Interetitinjr Maneuvers ot the t'av- 
nlrymcn at Drill—The Horses Are 
Well Trained — Native* Ride 
to 


"Work In Carrlaeca. 
Leo Aszuian, a soldier in the Seventh- 


United States cuvalry, is in camp at 
Camp 
Columbia, at 
Quemados, in 


Cuba. He has written an interesting 
account of the daily life of the cav- 
alrymen at drill and the native life, 
says the Cincinnati Commercial Trib- 
une. The following is a portion of his 
letter. It is dated Quemados, Cuba, 
July 20: 


"At 9 o'clock the sun was shining 


brightly. Ten minutes later a torrent 
of rain was falling, the camp streets 
were running full of water, and a 
cauoe could have been rowed through 
any of them. 
At !):20 the downpour 


ceased, and at 0:40 the skios were 
clear, and the surplus of water had 
sunk into the sands, and everything 
was dry, bright and cheerful again. 
A short time afterward the trumpeter 
sounded "boots autT saddles," and the 
soldiers turned out for drill. For the 
old trooper there is no greater Sport 
than to witness the attempts of the 
recruits to mount their steeds. Some 
of them would have preferred a lad- 
der, for this particular drill was to be 
without saddles. 


"However, after awhile all succeed- 


ed in gaining seats on their animals, 
the line was formed, and the fun be- 
gan. It is a pleasure to us old timers, 
but to the recruit it is greatly the re- 
verse. 
He goes along, bounding up 


and settling back, and he wishes at 
the bottom of his heart that he never 
had entered the service. Just when 
he gets about able to remain well seat- 
ed the drillmastpT gives the command 
to dismount. The horses are not slow- 
ed up to dismount, and the boys have 
to alight and strike a gallop at the 
same time, for they remember what a 
dismal time they previously had in 
mounting. The old boys, however, drop 
gracefully to the ground and just as 
gracefully regain their scats. The re- 
cruits try to follow the example set, 
and nine out of eleven of them fail. 


"They catch on later, after continued 


practice, and after a week or two it is 
difficult to pick out the recruits from 
the old soldiers. Next clay we had to 
drill with saddles. The mounted troop- 
ers came on the parade ground one at 
a time and fell into a column of troop- 
ers or in single file and passed the com- 
mauding officer's post in review. Then 
a line was forn^Sd, the riders crossed 
the stirrups of the saddles over the 
horses' backs, plifced their feet in them 
and stood up. This style of riding is 
called cossnck. 
AVith drawn swords 


we crossed the parade ground, wheel- 
ed auO charged back, all in good line. 


"The uext tiling was to loosen the 


saddle girths at a given command. The 
saddles nru then raised clear off the 
bourses' backs aud simply placed in 
position without the girths being fas- 
tened. 
Then the' riders again stand 


np in the crossed stirrups and charge 
aud 
recharge across 
the 
parade 


ground, turning many sharp corners, 
without the loss of a man. That one 
man can do this would seem incredi- 
ble, but that all the men of one troop 
can ride iu this fashion, discharging 
their pistols at a given command and 
keeping close rank, moving and turn- 
ing with the precision of a great ma- 
cliiue, is indeed nothing more nor less 
tlmn evidence of remarkable skill and 
efficient training. 
Tho discipline of 


the horses is said.to be scarcely any 
the less remarkable, for the reason 
that when the charge is at its height 
Ilie command is given tbe animals to 
lie down. There is a sudden stop, and 
the beasts lie gracefully on their sides 
and the men alight At the command 
to rise, mounted, the soldiers take po- 
sitions astride the horses' backs, the 
latter riso, and there is a sharp dash in 
pursuit of an imaginary enemy. 


"The people here are about as lazy 


and shiftless a lot ns I ever had the ill 
luck to meet. They are poor and half 
starved and have not strength enough 
to do a day's work equal TO what un 
American cnu do. The poorer classes 
who work at common labor get 83 
cents a day, and I gr.ess they have 
that tired feeling, because they ride to 
and 'from their work in a cab. 
This 


indulgence costs them 40 cents a day, 
which leaves them 43 cents to live on, 
which seems to bo quite enough, be- 
cause they only need enough clothing 
to give them a half decent appearance, 
nud they live mostly ou fruit. 


"A peculiarity very noticeable to 


Americans is the use of smoking tobac- 
co by the natives. It is usually par- 
taken of iu the form of cigarettes. 
Men, women and children have their 
weed close at hand, and I dare say the 
women smoke their share. 
A very 


common sight is to see a woman with 
a cigarette In her mouth. The streets 
are very narrow, probably 15 feet from 
building 1o building. 
Tho sidewalks 


arc about two foot wide. 
The win- 


dows and doors are barred, no glass 
being used in the former. The heat is 
Intense from about 10:30 to nbollt 3 p. 
m., but the nights are cool, and sleep 
Is refreshing on account of the salt spa 
breeze from the gulf of Mexico, which 
risqs every afternoon aud lasts all 
night. 


"Speaking about mosquitoes, thcy 


are A No. 1. It rains every day and 
night, just in showers, and we always 
have our slickers strapped on the can- 
tie of our saddles, for you enu never 
tell when it will rain. The rainy so.a- 
BOU started about throe weeks ago, 
rather a little late, but it Is the rniny 
season, and no mistake."

Hundreds of Men Sent to tbe 


Big Wheatfields. 


GOOD OliAHUE TOR SAVINtt MQHEY. 


cBiern Farmers Cannot Get 


Hand* Enough to Gnther the CropN, 
and Chicago Agcuts Are Ti-ylae to 
Supply Them —High Wages aud 
(innil Board Are Aunarcd. 


A Chicago employment agent Is re- 


Bnousible for the statement tbat it is 
almost impossible to supply enough 
harvest bands for the northwest, al- 
though ivnarkably high wages aru 
offered and willingly paid by the farm- 
ers. The rates offered by the Chicago 
agoncie.s are as follows: Six dollars a 
<?ay for engineers to run thrashing ma- 
chines, §4 a day for feeders, $4 a day 
for good sack men and $2.25 to §2.oO 
for 
good harvest 
bauds, including 


board. This is the word from Minneso- 
ta and the Dakotas. These figures ar3 
offered by good men able to pay cash, 
and yet the big farmers in the north- 
west oomttlain that they cannot get 
enough hands to harvest their wheat. 
Asked about the work of employing 
and shipping harvesters to supply thii 
demands of northwestern farmers, an 
agent said recently to a New York Sun 
reporter: 


"We are sending hundreds 'of unem- 


ployed men from Chicago to the har- 
vest fields in North Dakota, South Da- 
kota aud Minnesota, aud they are 
good men, many of whom have been 
there before and know what they are 
about. Almost every evening we aro 
shipping harvest hands in parties of 
10, 20 or more to Minnea-pplis. 
Tho 


Chicago-St. Paul lines have pooled thu 
harvest hand business and made an 
open rate of $7 for these men. 
The 


commissioii of the employment agents 
is $1, making the total cost o£ trans- 
portation 10 Minneapolis $8. At Min- 
neapolis the parties are met by the 
agents of the big farmers. The men, 
as a rule, are employed on the spot 
and get free fare to the fields. In case 
transportation is not provided, tney get 
a half rate to any place they wish to 
reach. 


Men seeking harvest work may con- 


tract for employment by the month 
and receive assurance of steady jobs 
lasting lu to 12 weeks. The actual har- 
vesting of the grain begins about Aug. 
1 and lasts until the latter part of 
Sempternber. 
After this come the 


thrashing and storing of the wheat. 
The thrashing is not all done until Jan. 
1, and sometimes later. The promise is 
held out to men of employment for 60 
or 90 days. There are no temptations 
for spending money. Thus at $2.50 a 
day a man would be able to save §130 
to $195, less what he would lay out 
for tobacco and a few small inciden- 
tals. While ?2.25 to $2.50 is the rate 
iu the midst of harvest, when to save 
the crop from rotting the grain must 
be cut and stacked, wages subsequent- 
ly fall to $1.75 aud $2 for the thrashing, 
etc. 


The board which goes with the 


wages is of the best. It is to the in- 
terest of the farmers to feed their men 
well, outdoor work being of a char- 
acter that requires the best ot" nourish- 
ment. Camp cooks are in demand at $3 
a day. All the big farms of 5,000 acres 
or more have their camping outfits, so 
that the help may be fed and lodged in 
the fields. These camps are moved 
from place to place ia the vast wheat- 
fields for the convenience of the work- 
ers, and they are often several miles 
distant from the farmhouses, too far 
for the men to travel back and forth 
morning's and evenings and at noon. 


"Ho for the Pakotas and the harvest 


fields!" is the slogan on the sidewalk 
along the vrest side of Canal street, 
Fouth of Madison, in Chicago, these 
days. All the agencies are'busy regis- 
tering applicants and getting up par- 
ties for daily shipment. Hundreds of 
laborers are scattered about reading 
big red placards and discussing proba- 
bilities— that is, some are laborers, 
some have been laborers and some are 
going to be laborers when they got 
work—praying meanwhile that they. 
may not find it. 


The harvest job is tho star attrac- 


tion. It otfers the maximum of wages, 
including an assurance of the best 
grub, aud plenty of it, and, last, but 
not least, a. chance to save up money 
against the winter. Many of the best 
hands go back year after year to make 
enough money in the fall to keep them 
iu comfort during tbe zero weather. 
Farr.iers value these ablebodiecl and 
experienced hands most highly, and 
They have tirst cail. They aro more 
trustworthy than the migratory chaps, 
who squander their earnings in riotous 
living, working a little while in the 
north during the summer and fall and 
drifting south to the levees and other 
public works during tho winter. 


Word came from the i Nebraska and 


western Iowa harvest fields tlie other 
day that farmers could not get help 
.enough to harvest their crops. Now 
tho same reports come from the Dako- 
tas. 
This shortage of laborers has in 


many places made it necos-iary for the 
farmers to prpss women and boys into 
service, cutting, hauling and stacking 
grain. 


This business of hiring harvest hands 


in Chicago during July and August and 
shipping them o.ut to the northwest 
lias grown to be enormous. Tlie rail- 
roads have found it important enough 
to make it a pooling issue. From one 
agency last season between 3,000 and 
4,000 hands were shipped. The busi- 
ness will be equally large this year. 
Many of the men who go are yomig 
farmers from Indiana and Illinois, who 
have left their work at home in such 
order that they may profit by the big 
wares offered in the northwest*

FORTIFYING PHILIPPINES. 


Southern Islanders Prepare For War, 


Japanese Urged to Bring; Arms. 
Ad"ices from Hakodate state that 


Captain Sakichi of the'steamer Hokohn 
Marn. just returned from tbe Philip- 
pines to Victoria, B. C., reports tbat in 
the southern islands the young Fili- 
pinos are constructing fortifications for' 
emergencies. Every port is garrisoned 
by a thousand or so volunteers, whose 
weapons, however, are very crude, 
only about 20 per cent being armed 
with rifles (Remington). 


They are, however, full of patriot- 


ism and state that they will not yield 
to the Americans, though the whole of 
the islands are destroyed.

SINFUL TO RAISE HOGS. 


Dowie Evangelist* Tell Farmer* to 


Do Away With Swiue. 


E. A. Graves and B. C. Holmes, 


Dowie evangelists, who were .pBdered 
out of Minnesota becaus* they taugbt 
the farmers it was siuful to raise 
hogs and that the only way they could 
purge themselves was to kill and bury 
the animals, preached their doctriue 
in Zion tabernacle, in Chicago, the oth- 
er afternoon. The audience was large- 
ly made up of people from the rural 
districts. 


Graves up to a year ago had been a 


Methodist 
evangelist, and Holmes, 


who accepted the Dowie dot-trine at 
the same time, bad been an elder in 
the Methodist church in a small Wis- 
consin town. They had worked near 
Sioux Falls, S. P., and \Vorthingtou, 
Minn., several weeks, and recently 
they induced Farmer Milton, three 
miles from Worthington, to believe 
that it was sinful to raise hogs, and 
Graves advertised that there would be 
& hog killing at Milton's furm. 


When the killing was to take place 


a few days ago, many farmers were on 
hand to see the operation, says the 
Kansas City Times. 
Graves said a 


prayer in the house and then in the 
hog pen. 
Then he gave Milton car- 


tridges with which to load his rifle. 
Milton's two sons were armed, and on 
a signal from Graves, which he said 
was by divine inspiration, tl'ie slaugh- 
ter commenced. When the sons start- 
ed to bury the animals, the farmers 
in the audience attacked Graves, and 
there was talk of a lynching. He was 
taken to Worthincton, where a court 
passed on his sanity. 
It was shown 


that he had a sign ready to place over 
the burial olare of the hogs which 
read: "Whosoever doth not bear his 
cross and come after me cannot be 
my disciple. This monument erected 
over swine flesh killed for Jesus' sake. 
—Lev. xi, S.'' 


Graves was released after be prom- 


ised to teach no more hog killing doc- 
trines in that community. 
At. the 


Dowie home the other 
afternoon, 


where are quartered about 500 per- 
sons who have come to Chicago think-.- 
ing Dowie can heal them of their ill- 
nesses, it was said no swine flesh was 
served on their tables, because Dowie 
taught tuat the hog was vile, and 
"whosoever ate swine flesh or raised 
swine was not fit to enter the kingdom 
of heaven." 


ERADICATING PRAIRIE DOGS. 


New Device Kills Twelve ThottsanU 


a "\Veeli In Texas. 


According to an Austin dispatch to 


the Chicago Inter Ocean, the prairie 
dogs in the Texas panhandle are be- 
ing practically eradicated by means of 
a new device for catching them which 
has been adopted by all the ranch- 
men and farmers of that section. On 
one large ranch over 12,000 prairie 
dogs were captured and killed recent- 
ly by this new system. 


The device is in the form of a trap 


which is placed over the animal's 
mound and makes it a prisoner when 
it emerges from the hole. This pest 
has been destroying over 50 per cent 
of the growing crops and grass in that 
section annually. 


Watching a Jumbo Melon Grow. 
Probably the largest 
watermelon 


ever grown in St. Louis county, Mo., 
Is now being cultivated by Judge 
Pfister on his .farm near Creve Cotur, 
says the St. Louis Republic. Although 
the melon is now about the size of an 
ordinary washtub, it is still growing on 
the vine among many other melons and 
is not yet ripe. Judge Pfister is giving 
the melon his especial care and is go- 
ing to make the cutting of the unusual 
specimen a special celebration. On the 
day the melon is ripe he will extend 
Invitations to the old settlers of the 
county to dine with him, on which oc- 
casion the monster melon will be serv- 
ed as dessert, and the oldest farmer 
present will have the honor of opening 
and slicing the fruit. Each friend at- 
tending will receive as a souvenir a 
sack of the seeds.

Americans Led Into Clone Quarters 


l»y 
Their 
Treachery — Desperate 


Fighting 
Atiainut an 
Ambushed 


Force—A Retreat In Ortfer—tte-en- 
foi-oeuiei»ts Arrive and Gain the 
Bay.

R. H. Little, the St. Louis Globe- 


Democrat's Manila correspondent, writ- 
ing under date of June 27 about the 
battle of Manila, says: The fight be- 
tween United States troops and Fili- 
pinos which took place on JunelO on the 
road connecting Imus with Perez Des 
Marinas is chiefly of interest to Illinois 
and western people, because the Amer- 
ican troops engaged were the First 
battalion of the Fourth infantry, which 
formerly was stationed at Fort Sheri; 
dan, aucl which, before coming to the 
Philippines, was recruited to its full 
quota with men from that locality. 
The cable has already told of ' 
the 


First battalion of the Fourth 
-Oitry 


fought 2,500 of the flower of the insur- 
gent army for over four hours, of how 
it stubbornly retired five miles under a 
rain of bullets that pelted in from 
every direction, and how, when at last, 
the ammunition was almost gone, the 
Second and Third battalions came up 
as re-enforcements and drove the ene- 
my back in confusion. 


At Imus the Fourteenth regiment 


was encamped about the church. The 
Bick and three or four companies of 
the regiment were asleep inside the 
church. 
The Fourth regiment was 


encamped on the common across the 
road from the church. After breakfast 
General, Wheaton rode up, and the 
First battalion, which had been ordered 
out on a reconnoissance, marched past 
in review. Major Bubb was in com- 
mand. The command marched with an 
advance point of eight men and five 
skirmishers on each flank. The big gun 
rolled solemnly along beh'.acl the com- 
panies, and the ambulance brought up 
the rear. 


There was not much thought of the 


•prospects of a fight. A priest had come 
into camp just before the column start- 
ed to say Des Marinas wished to sur- 
render to the brave Americans without 
the firing of guns or the shedding of 
blood. The priest had with him his ex- 
cellency the gobernacillo of Des Mari- 
nas, who had come to extend a wel- 
come to the "gallant Americanos." The 
gobernacillo made low salaams and 
bade the Americanos hasten to Des 
Marinas, that the people of that pas- 
toral spot might have an opportunity 
of acknowledging their gratitude. The 
priest said there were no "insurrectos" 
at Des Marinas. 


The reconnoitering column moved 


slowly along the road toward Des Ma- 
rinas. 
Boggy 
ricefields 
and 
deep 


sloughs and ditches retarded the ad- 
vance. The people came out of their 
huts and stood with hats off, bowing 
and smiling as the column moved 
along. The last place where the col- 
umn halted in its advance was a shady 
stretch in the road, which here was 
sunk for eight feet below the banks on 
either side. Heavy growths of bamboo 
shut off the view from the road. 


The bugle sounded forward again, 


and the companies that had been 
squatting in the dusty road went 
swinging forwarc} again. 
The men 


who marched in advance of the col- 
umn seemed to have no idea of the 
nearness of the enemy, for they picked 
flowers and put them in their hats. 
Major Shields, the surgeon of the ex- 
pedition, stopped his horse. "I see men 
over there," he reported to Major 
'Bubb. They are in uniform and have 
swords." The bugle sounded "halt," 
and, as if that was the signal they had 
been waiting for, there came the first 
volley from the insurgents. 
As the 


bullets whizzed overhead Major Bubb's 
men crouched under the protecting 
banks along the road. 
The volleys 


from thp insurgents were now pouring 
in as fast as they could fire. The four 
companies of the First battalion cau- 
tiously wriggled to the top of the bank 
and peered over. The commands were 
given, the Krag-Jorgensens swuns 
over the top of the bank, and then 
came a crashing volley. 
The firing 


continued, and it looked as though the 
enemy had been driven back. 


But from a clump of trees off to the 


right, where the firing seemed to have 
begun at first, there still came a heavy 
fire that was fairly accurate. The 3 
inch gun clattered down to the head of 
the column and opened on the clump of 
trees from* which the heavy firing 
came. At the first fire of the cannoa 
men swarmed out of the clump of 
trees at which it had been aimed and 
ran to safer places. A little group of 
Bix, with swords, who apparently were 
officers, still lingered as the gun again 
roared and another charge of shrapnel 
was sent skurrying across the fields. 
The sis went down as though bowlp-1 
over and were found hours nft(vv;.•);•<! 
by the re-enforcements just where they 
had fallen. 


Now camo the word for our column 


to retire. The object of the reconuois- 
sance had been accomplished. 
The 


troops had been sent to locate the 
enemy. The enemy seemed a little too 
well located to encourage any further 
curiosity, and the little column pre- 
pared to fall back. K company was 
divided hastily, and one-half was sent 
to the front as the advance guard, 
while the other portion formed a rear 
guard. B company was to skirmish 
along the right flank, while D and L 
took the left. The wounded were load- 
ed into the ambulance, and, with the 
big gun following, the column began 
to retire. The fire continued to come 
from the flanks, but suddenly a lieu- 
tenant galloped back to say the enemy 
iwas mas;-:. , lu our front.' The am- 
bulance was jerked over to the side of 
the road and the 3 inch gun \vhirled 
past in a cloud of dust to the frfmt of 
the column. 


There was a halt while the guff was 


at work. The ambulance tried tc find 
a safe place under shelter of the left 
bank of the road, that at this point 
was not over three feet high. Tlree 
Chinese boys who followed tho colu nn 
carrying stretchers lay in a little ditch, 
pitiful pictuies of misery.

Americans dashed 
into the mud and struck the rebels 
over with the butts of their rifles, and. 
picking up their Mausers, rushed on in 
the charge that terminated at the road. 


Company D also got cut off and 


made a swinging charge across rice 
paddies and swamps until it had recov- 
ered its proper position. There was 
another halt. The enemy was massing 
on the right flank. By this time the 
ammunition problem had become to be 
serious.

Comic Element of Dreyfus Trial Sup- 


plied by Queuuuy de Beanrepnire. 
As in most stage dramas, there is a 


, strong comic element in the tragedy 


I now being played out at Rennes, and 


j hi this M. Quesnay de Beaurepaire 
' holds incontestably the leading role. 


i This personage, who, as proeureur gen- 


eral of the republic and president of 
one of the courts of cassation, occupied 
two of the highest posts in the French 
judicature, has, since his resignation 
of the latter otBce, been the laughing 
stock of everybody, except always 
those 
30,000,000 Frenchmen whom 


Henri Rochefort claims as anti-Drey- 
fusards. 


His adventures with a bohemian 


from the Latin quarter, who fooled him 
to the top of his bent with a cock and 
bull story of new proofs of Dreyfus' 
guilt, set all Paris roaring with laugh- 
ter, and since then M. Quesnay de 
Beaurepaire seems to have been going 
from bad to worse in the matter of 
luck, says the New York Herald. He 
proclaimed to the four winds of heaven

that if Major Carriere, the government 
advocate at Rennes, would only see 
him before the trial he (De Beaure- 
paire, would adduce convincing proofs 
of the guilt of Dreyfus. After repeat- 
ing this sort' of thing for a week and 
suggesting that Major Carriere would 
not send for him because he was afraid 
of the light, M. Quesnay de Beaure- 
paire was shown up once again. It was 
proved that he had received a sum- 
mons from Major Carriere and had 
thrown it aside, because he thought in 
his own words, it was "another trick 
the Dreyfusites were playing upon 
him, 
find he was too cute to be taken 


in a second time." 


Paris, naturally, roared again at the 


idea of a magistrate not knowing that 
a regular official summons was not a 
forgery. Eventually, however, M. de 
Beaurepaire went to Rennes, but to 
quote his own description in The Echo 
de Paris of the treatment he received: 
"I presented myself as a man of good 
faith to enlighten justice. I was sent 
away. My age, the high position which 
I have occupied, the feelings that I 
displayed when I left it to defend the 
cause of right and the dignity of the 
army deserved some consideration.' I 
was summarily dismissed as a mar- 
plot." 


IVit M. Quesnay de Beanrepaire was 


not to be balked. As the judges of 
the court martial would have nothing 
to do with his alleged proofs he made 
them public, whereat Paris had an- 
other fit of laughter. One sample will 
suffice. It is M. de Beaurepaire's first 
argument. He has seven witnesses 
who can prove that the object of the 
Dreyfusite campaign is not to prove 
the innocence of Dreyfus, but to ob- 
tain an advantage for the Hebrew 
race. The Hebrews of all countries, he 
eays, are united to obtain his rehabili- 
tation. Two witnesses are ready to 
declare that Hebrews in Turkey and 
Roumania have been called upon to 
subscribe for the cause. 


How M. Quesnay de Beaurepaire 


thinks all this sort of thing is proof 
that Dreyfus was guilty of treason is 
one of those things "no fellow can un- 
derstand," as Lord Dundreary said. 


She Slaked Lime In a Bottle. 


Mrs. J. Washburn, who resides in 


the rear of 98 Arsenal street, was se- 
riously injured in a very peculiar man- 
ner the other afternoon, says the Wa- 
iertown (N. Y.) Times.

New Eagle Street Beat and Two 


Men on Main Street. Officers 


Urged to Vigilance 


New orders involving: a considerable 


change in the work of the police went 
into effect today. The chief change is 
in returning to the former method of 
giving each officer a steady beat which 
he holds permanently. This method was 
done away with some months ago, and 
the officers have changed beats every 
week. 
This arrangement gave each 


oflicer one week in nine of day duty. 
The new orders assign one man in ad- 
dition to Officers Jones and^AVhipple, 
who are day officers, to permanent day 
duty, and all the others will have con- 
tinuous night duty on a fixed beat. 


In addition to this the beats arc 


changed somewhat, as a recent experi- 
ence has made it seem advisable. A 
new beat is made of Eagle street from 
River to Main street, 
along which 


route a number of disturbances have 
occurred and where the constant need 
of an officer has been shown. To pro- 
vide for this officer, the swamp and 
Church hill beats, which have hereto- 
fore been two, have been merged into 
one, 
and now make the longest beat in 


the city. 


Another good thing that is accom- 


plished by the change is the presence 
of two officers on Main street during 
the early evening. It has proved im- 
possible for one officer to keep the or- 
dinary Main street cro-\\ ds from loaf- 
ing in doorways and on steps, and a 
number of requests have been made for 
another officer.

Strychnine to Cure Head1 


ache Saturday Night 


ONE DIED, ONE WILL RECOVER 


Powders Were Labeled With Skull and 


Cross Bones and Word ''Poison." 


Woman Had Found Them in 


Vacant Tenement 


Mrs. 
George 
Gespie 
and Mrs. 


Samuel Sagarin of Adams took strych- 
nine in mista'ke for headache powders 
Saturday night, and as a result the 
fopriier died less than an hour after- 
wards, before medical aid reached her, 
and Mrs. Sagarin had a very narrow 
escape from death. 


Mrs. 
Gespie had been in Adams two 


weeks, having come from Burlington, 
Vt. She had 
lived in' Adams pre- 


viously, however, for about seven years. 
Alter going to Burlington she was de- 
serted by her husband and returned in 
search of employment, with her only 
child, a daughter of eight. The woman 
secured a position as housekeeper for 
Charles Norton, who moved to Willow 
street Saturday, in the tenement ad- 
joining the Sagarins. 


Saturday evening shortly after eight 


she visited Mrs. Sargarin, telling- her 
sho had a headache and requested 
something to case it. Mrs. Sagarin pro- 
cured the strychnine in her pantry, 
thinking it was headache powder, and 
mixing two doses, each woman drank 
one. 


Miss Fanny Dansig-, who boards with 


Mr=. Sagarin, sat at a table writing a 
letter. Shortly afterwards she noticed 
that her companions were acting ciueer- 
ly and after trying to assist them, 
hurried for aid. and one of the neigh- 
bors went 1'or physicians. 


Dr. W. W. Hurd was the first to ar- 


rive but before he reached the place, 
Mrs. Gespie had died in great agony. 
T>rs. Burton and H. B Holmes arrived 
shortly afterward and all the assist- 
ance possible wa? given to Mrs. Sag- 
arin. Her recovery seemed improbable 
at first but she is now believed to be 
out of danger. 


Medical Examiner O. J. Brown of 


North Adams was notified and he 
authorized Chief of Police Curran to 
move the dead woman's body. He was 
present later and will probably hold an 
inquest. 


It is not known definitely where the 


strychnine came from but as near as 
can be ascertained, Mrs. Sagarine had 
found it in the tenerr.cr.t next to her 
own, 
while it \\as empty. The previous 


occupant, Mis. Goodrich, had one day 
given her a powder which cured her 
headache, aim when the family moved 
out, she is supposed to have found the 
package of strychnine and thought it 
to be the powder that had cured her. 
The package was plainly Tabled with a 
skull and crossbones and 
the word 


"poison." 


Mrs. Gespie was 3S years old and was 


a native of Germany. 
Her husband 


was English. She was not well known 
in Adams but her reputation was that 
of a hard-working, straight-forward 
woman. In her trunk w °re found about 
$23 in money and a paid up policy in 
the Metropolitan Life insurance com- 
pany. The funeral was set for " o'clock 
this 
afternoon 
from 
Mr. Norton's 


house. Burial will be in Bellevue ceme- 
tery. 


Mrs. Sagarin is 22 years old and has 


been married a little over a year. She 
has a child nine weeks old.
